Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1 , 2, 4-7, 9 and 10 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to teach or anticipate the claimed limitation of a 
zoom flash comprising a memory in which a maximum guide number that varies in 
accordance with said zoom position, a reference guide number predetermined as a 
constant, and a reference flash emission level predetermined as a correction constant 
are stored; wherein said maximum guide number, said reference guide number, and 
said reference flash emission level are stored in said memory, and wherein said 
calculation device calculates a pre-flash emission level using the equation: Vfp = Va x 
(Gnos/Gno(zoom)) 2 wherein "Vfp" represents said pre-flash emission level; "Va" 
represents said reference flash emission level; "Gnos" represents said reference guide 
number; and "Gno(zoom)" represents said maximum guide number corresponding to 
the detected zoom position.
